BEFORE NAZI BID 


Stimson Says Figures Don’t 


Include ‘Severe’ Losses 


During German Push

W A SH IN G T O N , Dec. 29 — W ar 
casualties of the armed services 
reached 628,441 Dec. 14—two day- 
prior to the big German offensive 
in western Europe. 


Secretary ° f W a r Stimson said 
Thursday the latest army total is 
547,823. 
This 
reports 
casualties 
through Dec. 14 and represents a 
63,866 increase since his last re­ 
port two weeks ago. 
The navy reports total casualties 
at 80,618, an increase of 2,207. 
Mr. Stimson said the army fig­ 
ures reflect the Allied offensive 
against Germany in November, but 
did not, include losses in the-cur­ 
rent Nazi counter-offensive. Those, 
he told a news conference, have 
been “ severe’'. 
13.000 Germans Seized 
For

the 
army reported 102,961 killed, an 
increase of 10,826; 319,935 wound­ 
ed, an increase of 47,584; 65,762 
missing, an increase of 2,976; and 
59,165 prisoners, an increase of 2,- 
480. 
Comparable navy figures were 
31,189 killed, an increase of 1,153; 
35.942 wounded, an Increase of 1,- 
439; 9,493 missing, an increase of 
483; ami 4,486 prisoners.

13,000 Nazi prisoners have been 
taken during the German offensive, 
and added; 
“ W e, too, are suffering severe 
casualties.” 
Silent On Blame 
From Saturday through Wednes­ 
day he reported, 483 German planes 
were destroyed and 5<i7 armored 
vehicle* and 3,177 motor vehicles 
were destroyed or damaged. 
Mr. Stimson says “ it I ' too early 
to pass judgment as to whet lier 
any person or group should he cen­ 
sured in connection with the Ger­ 
man break-through on the western 
front”.

concentration against a portion ot, 
our line,' 
weather conditions, long 
periods of darkness which prevail 
at this time of year, file wooded 
terrain aud excellent staff work— 
all would fa< ilitate such a secret 
concentration."

Mr. Stimson said “ the attitude 
of our press and radio commenta­ 
tor* and reporters has been rathi t 
remarkable for restraint and free­ 
dom front yielding to the temptation 
to make violent criticism following 
iy reverse” .
